Issue number: 909 

www.luton-dunstable.co.uk 



Cops 'keeping open 
mind’ on fatal crash

POLICE said they are ‘keeping an 
open mind’ about a fatal hit-and-run. 

A 19-year-old cyclist, named on floral 
tributes as ‘Delaney’, was pronounced 
dead at the scene after being hit by a 
car in Vincent Road, Luton, on 
Wednesday at 4.30pm. 

Friends created a Facebook page in 
his memory which attracted more than 
1,700 ‘likes’, but rumours about the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding the incident 
were quick to circulate. 

A 26-year-old man who was arrested 
on suspicion of causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving has since been released 
on police bail pending further investi¬ 
gations. 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire Police 
said: “We are keeping an open mind as 
to the background of the incident. 

All enquiries are ongoing and we 
would urge anybody with information 
to contact us on 101 or text informa¬ 
tion to 07786 200011.” 

On Thursday evening there were 
rumours on both Facebook and Twitter 
about widespread disorder taking 
place in Marsh Farm in response to the 
collision. 

Bedfordshire Police have confirmed 
that a small group were congregated in 
the area, removing household bins, 



shouting and being abusive towards 
residents, and that two reports of 
minor damage to cars were also 
received. 

However, the group was quickly dis¬ 
persed and no other reports of disorder 


were reported. Officers will now con¬ 
tinue to patrol the area in the normal 
way and police say there is no intelli¬ 
gence to suggest this behaviour will be 
repeated. 

Chief Inspector Rob McCaffray, said: 


“We have some local officers on the 
ground to provide reassurance for local 
people who became extremely con¬ 
cerned. 

“However, this was a minor incident 
which was quickly brought under con¬ 
trol by officers at the scene. 

“It has been suggested that this 
behaviour is in response to the fatal 
road traffic collision in Vincent Road 
which happened on Wednesday night. 

“I would reassure anyone who is con¬ 
cerned about that incident that the 
police are doing everything they can to 
track down those responsible. 

“The Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire 
and Hertfordshire Major Crime Team is 
conducting a thorough investigation 
into the incident and I would urge any¬ 
one with information to speak to the 
police or contact Crimestoppers, 
anonymously. 

“What people must not do is take the 
law in to their own hands as they will 
find themselves arrested and in cus¬ 
tody themselves. 

“If any members of the community 
are concerned about what is happen¬ 
ing in the area I would strongly advise 
that they do not listen to rumours cir¬ 
culated on social networking sites or 
other forums. 

“They should contact the local polic¬ 
ing team who will provide them with 
factual information.” 


Probe into 
sex attack 
on patient 
in hospital 

POLICE are investigating 
an alleged middle-of-the- 
night sexual assault on a 
patient in a hospital ward. 

The attack is alleged to 
have taken place on 
Ward 3 of Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital at 4am 
on Tuesday. 

The police were called. 
Officers attended, took 
statements and are 
investigating. 

No arrest has been made 
at this stage. 

In a statement the L&D 
said: “We can confirm that 
Bedfordshire Police are 
investigating an allegation 
by an adult female patient 
of assault by another adult 
female patient on the 
ward, who was in a 
confused state. 

“Hospital staff 
immediately asked police 
to attend the hospital 
when the patient raised 
the alarm and counselling 
support was arranged. 

“Staff are working 
closely with the police to 
assist them with the 
investigation into the 
complaint.” 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “An offence of sexual 
assault was reported to us 
which we are invest¬ 
igating.”

Love event 
slammed 
over loss 


A COUNCILLOR has criticised 
the council for blaming ‘every¬ 
one but themselves’ following 
the announcement the Love 
Luton Festival made a loss of 
£394,000. 

Liberal Democrat leader Cllr 
David Franks was speaking fol¬ 
lowing a report into the fuly event 
which was published by Luton 
Borough Council earlier this week. 

In the document, the council 
cite the EDL, poor weather and 
local media coverage as part of 
the reasons for affecting the 
event’s promotion. 

The authority also said its 
report revealed ‘higher than 
expected costs for hosting the 
event’, but figures in the report 
show that the total cost of the 
event was £1.103m - less than 
the original expenditure esti¬ 
mate in fanuary of £1.17m. 

Cllr Franks said: “No-one 
except the council is surprised at 
the £394,000 loss and now they 
are thrashing around trying to 
blame everyone but themselves 
for the financial disaster.” 

Labour council leader Hazel 
Simmons said: “The council was 
fully aware that if the ticket sales 
were not as had been predicted 
by its professional advisors the 
Love Luton Festival might make 
a loss. This is why the council 
insured itself against the loss.” 


Ten-year jail term 
after man is left 
scarred for life

A WOMAN who left her victim with a per¬ 
manent scar on his face after throwing 
china and crockery at him was jailed for 
ten years. 

Laura O’Reilly, 25, believed wrongly that 
Alistair Blackburn, of Brantwood Court in 
Brantwood Road, Luton, had ‘grassed’ her 
up for an attack by her in which he had 
suffered bruising and black eyes, Luton 
Crown Court heard. 

She went to Mr Blackburn’s flat the next 
day with her then boyfriend Andrew 
Tonks. 

The door was not locked and Mr 
Blackburn, a vulnerable man with alcohol 
problems, had china and crockery hurled 
at him by O’Reilly. 

It caused a scar on his face that will be 
with him for the rest of his life. 

Tonks, 33, helped her clear up the mess 
before they took the victim back to a flat in 
Bury Park. 

They made him watch boxing matches 
on a video before somebody else took him 


home and an ambulance was called. Mr 
Blackburn had suffered serious blood 
loss. 

He was so badly injured that his teeth 
could be seen through the wound in his 
left cheek. 

O'Reilly, of Helen Dixon House, Alcester 
Road, Moseley, West Midlands pleaded 
guilty to wounding with intent on fuly 12 
last year and assault by beating on fuly 11. 

Tonks, of no fixed address, was jailed for 
12 months at an earlier hearing for assist¬ 
ing an offender. 

failing her fudge Richard Foster said he 
accepted she had a drink and drug prob¬ 
lem but he told her: “You thought, in your 
terms, he was a grass. 

“You and Andrew Tonks, your then 
boyfriend, went to Alistair Blackburn’s flat. 

“The door was insecure. You laid about 
Mr Blackburn mercilessly. 

“It is clear from the evidence that you 
threw china and crockery at him in a 
revenge attack. 

“The injury was so serious he will have a 
large scar on his face for the rest of his 
life.”

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Warning as 
arsonist on 
the loose 

A BLAZE at a house is being 
treated as arson. 

Quick-thinking neighbours 
called the fire service at 3am on 
Thursday after somebody set 
alight an accelerant which had 
been put on the front door of 
the house in Cowridge 
Crescent, Luton. 

Police are now appealing for 
witnesses to the fire, which 
seriously damaged the vacant 
house. 

A spokesman for the fire 
service said: “Crews from Luton 
and Stopsley attended the 
scene in the early hours of 
Thursday, where a fire in a 
doorway was brought under 
control in 20 minutes. 

“The blaze is thought to have 
been started by deliberate 
ignition.” 

Detective Constable Gill 
Cowley said: “Thankfully, no one 
has been seriously harmed as a 
result of this arson attack but 
there has been significant 
damage to the property. 

“We need to catch the person 
or persons who committed this 
offence as soon as possible and 
stop any further serious 
incidents from occurring. 

“I would really like to hear 
from anyone who was in the 
area at the time of either 
offence, or from anyone else 
who may have information - 
however small or insignificant 
they think it is. 

“That could help us. Don’t 
dismiss your information as 
unimportant - even tiny details 
which don’t seem relevant now 
might become useful later on in 
the investigation.”

Cat mauled to 
death by dogs

FOUR dogs mauled a cat to death in a 
vicious attack. 

Michael Lewis, of Butterworth Path, 
Luton, said he was told by his children the 
dogs began attacking his cat - named Kenya 
- while being goaded on by their owner. 

He said his teenage son, who was in the 
house at the time, came out to confront the 
owner and they had an angry exchange 
before the man left. 

His son then tried to help the dying cat 
and, as he was crouched down, the owner 
of the dogs - who were not on a leash - 
returned armed with a hammer. 

It was at this point that one of Mr Lewis’ 
neighbours who had been witnessing the 
whole incident rushed out to intervene. 

Both men then had a brief verbal exchange 
and the man made further threats and 
walked away. 

Mr Lewis said he was at the hospital with 
his wife during the attack. 

He said: “Our cat was eight years old and 
we’ve had her since she was a kitten. She 
was a very sweet, loving cat that was loved 
by everyone including the neighbours. 


“It’s heartbreaking for the family because 
it’s like something is missing. 

“Sometimes we are expecting her to be 
there when we come back from our shop¬ 
ping. It’s really hard to take in.” 

Mr Lewis said he is ‘disappointed’ at how 
the police, who say there is not enough evi¬ 
dence for an arrest, have handled the case. 

He added: “The police have been pretty 
poor and pretty bad. I am disappointed and 
angry that a guy can come to my son with a 
hammer and nothing has happened. 

“I want action to be taken against the guy 
because carrying a weapon is a criminal 
offence. 

“If it wasn’t for my neighbour who inter¬ 
vened, my son could be dead. Why didn’t 
they ask the neighbour involved to identify 
the suspect?” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokeswoman said: 
“After the investigation we located several 
witnesses. However, no-one could identify 
the suspect involved. 

“We have spoken to a person who the vic¬ 
tim thought was involved. However, there is 
no evidence to support an arrest at this 
time. If any members of the public can help 
the police pursue this inquiry they can con¬ 
tact Bedfordshire Police on 101.”

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Young girls were 
sex attacker prey

PERSUADING a 14-year-old 
girl to perform various sex acts 
has left a man facing jail. 

After meeting the girl at a wed¬ 
ding they both attended, Alex 
Harradine, 26, of Grosvenor 
Road, Luton, contacted her a 
number of times by phone or 
over the internet. 

The mother first became con¬ 
cerned in August 2010 when 
passing her daughter’s bedroom 
and overhearing the girl tell 
someone over the phone what 
time she left for work. 

The mother said she asked 
who she had been talking to and 
was told it was Alex, who she 
said was a boy from school. 

Harradine called back, only for 
the phone to go dead when the 
mother answered, but then rang 

Hooded gang 
attack man 

A MAN was attacked and 
robbed by a gang as he made 
his way home from work. 

The 34-year-old victim was 
walking along Moor Path in 
Luton at midnight last Sunday 
when a group of five men 
punched him in the face and 
knocked him to the group 
before stealing cash. 

The victim attended hospital 
where he received treatment 
for his injuries, including 
stitches to his right eye and 
severe bruising to his face and 
body. 

The gang are described as five 
well built men, aged between 
27-30, wearing dark hooded 
tops over the heads and it is 
believed four of the men 
spoken with Asian accents and 
the fifth spoke with an Eastern 
European accent.

again and spoke to her, claiming 
he had been talking to her 
daughter about different mobile 
phones he could let her have. 

He later changed his story and 
claimed that while he had been 
out of his room, friends of his 
had sent messages from his 
phone and his computer to var¬ 
ious people. 

But the mother found a high 
volume of contact between her 
daughter and Harradine by 
phone and over the internet. 

Her mother called the police, 
and the girl disclosed to an offi¬ 
cer in a recorded interview how 
Harradine had asked if she 
would give him a 'blow job' 
when he visited Stratford and he 
had performed sex acts on him¬ 
self in front of his webcam. 

But further investigations 
uncovered the fact that he had 
also abused a girl in Luton when 


her parents had used him as a 
babysitter when she was aged 
nine or ten. 

Harradine pleaded not guilty 
to five charges of causing or 
inciting a child to engage in sex¬ 
ual activity, one of causing the 
girl to watch a sex act and one of 
sexual activity with a child. 

He also denied attempting to 
sexually assault a younger girl 
while babysitting and two 
charges of causing or inciting 
her to engage in sexual activity. 

But a jury at Warwick Crown 
Court took just under an hour to 
find him guilty of all ten 
charges. 

Judge Marten Coates, who 
adjourned sentencing, said: "I 
think he's a dangerous man." 

He added: "We need to see 
what danger he poses to other 
youngsters. It will be custody, 
but I don't know for how long."

CONCERNS are growing that the 
new guided busway will take 
more shoppers out of Dunstable 
when it is built. 

With the Luton Dunstable 
Busway scheduled to open next 
March, shop owners are con¬ 
cerned customers will be more 
attracted to Luton, reducing foot¬ 
fall in an already struggling 
Dunstable town centre 
described as a ‘graveyard’ by retail 
guru Mary Portas earlier this year.

M ORE chiefs than Indians 
was one of my dad’s 
favourite phrases. 

He was usually referring to 
some form of national or local 
government operation, which he 
felt were full of people sitting in 
meetings and taking decisions 
but short on those who had to 
carry them out.

Bedfordshire, Hertfordshire 
and Cambridgeshire forces are 
collaborating on many areas of 
policing. Collaborating, like the 
word efficiency, is shorthand for 
cuts. It has also come to mean 
privatising, as that is becoming 
the preferred option for each 
scenario. 

Need to make cuts to our back 
office functions? Privatise them 
and let the private companies 
make the efficiencies - although 
the words efficiency and G4S 
don’t automatically sit together 
well.The latest part of the force 
to be privatised looks to be the 
specialist dogs and their han¬ 
dlers. These are the dogs that 
sniff out drugs, firearms and 
explosives. Just the sort of thing 
you would want run by private 
companies, especially as the dog 
handlers will be civilians and 
not able to arrest anyone. 

I can just see them asking the 
drug dealer if he would mind 
standing still while assistance is 
summoned. And there will be 
fewer dogs and handlers, which 
is the main reason for doing it, 
so 24/7 cover will no longer be a

reality. And, of course, they will 
be travelling from further away. 
All sounds pretty daft and saving 
money in this way will undoubt¬ 
edly worsen the service we 
receive and give a boost to the 
criminal elements among us. 

So, is there no alternative? Of 
course there is. Keep the Indians 
and lose a few chiefs. 

Three forces are collaborating 
and all three forces are getting 
smaller as a result. Except at the 
top. We still have three chief 
constables, and each chief con¬ 
stable has a deputy and at least 
two assistant chief constables. 

In Bedfordshire we also have an 
assistant chief officer and part of 
another assistant chief consta¬ 
ble. And, of course, come 
November, each force will have 
an elected Police Commissioner, 
being paid at least £70,000 a 
year. 

What will they do every day? 

As the three forces, by the time 
they have finished with them, 
will all be able to fit in a tele¬ 
phone box, for those who can 
remember what one of them 
looked like, it hardly seems nec¬ 
essary to have three chiefs, three 
deputy chiefs and a small army 
of assistant chiefs, all in discus¬ 
sion with three Police 
Commissioners. I put this to the 
Police Authority, who told me 
that current legislation stipu¬ 


lates that police forces must 
each retain a chief constable 
and a deputy chief constable. 

Well I think that the 
Government, which is pushing 
through these cuts, is handily 
placed to change the law, if they 
so wish. Best to do it soon, 
though, while they still have a 
working majority. And isn’t all 
the rage these days to have flat¬ 
ter structures and get rid of all 
the hierarchy? So, by thinning 
out the top we can save money 
and still have a decent police 
force. There is an alternative. 

S O the shuffle has come and 
gone. And it was a shuffle, 
as second-rate cabinet 
ministers moved around the 
table like some slow motion 
game of musical chairs. 

The phrase moving the 
deckchairs around on the Titanic 
comes to mind. Cameron 
seemed afraid to get rid of any of 
them. Even Ken Clarke, who lost 
his job, is still in the cabinet. As 
the old saying goes, perhaps the 
Prime Minister would rather 
have him inside the tent peeing 
out, than outside peeing in. 

The policies haven’t changed, 
the people haven’t changed. 

And, if the economy doesn’t 
change, they will all be shuffling 
off into obscurity in a couple of 
years time.

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Parents in court as 
daughter goes on run

THE parents of an ‘on-the-run’ 
mum who defied a UK High 
Court order to return to 
Lanzarote with her son were 
summonsed to court to swear 
they did not know of their 
daughter's whereabouts. 

On July 29, we reported that 
Marie Roche (pictured), 33, had 
‘fled’ Lanzarote with her four- 
year-old son and was staying at 
her father John Roche’s home in 
Luton to escape a relationship she 
claims was abusive. 

But the High Court ordered Miss 
Roche to return to Lanzarote by 
July 7 under The Hague 
Abduction Convention, which is 
European law 

She did not obey the order and 
has refused to go back and has 
disappeared with her son. 

Since then, her parents John and 



Maureen Roche have been sum¬ 
monsed to the Royal Courts of 
Justice where they were asked to 
swear under oath that they did 
not know the location of their 
daughter and grandson. 

John Roche said: “All we know is 
that they are both safe and okay, 
apart from that we know nothing. 


“Marie is quite upset that the 
term ‘on the run’ is being used to 
describe what she is doing as it 
sounds so negative when all she is 
trying to do is protect her son.” 

Support for the case has come 
from Luton North Labour MP 
Kelvin Hopkins, who has written 
twice to the Lord Chancellor. 

Francis Steer, Labour Party 
organiser, said: “Kelvin wrote to 
Kenneth Clarke, the Lord 
Chancellor, at the beginning of 
August to ask if the Government 
could seek changes to the Hague 
Convention - which covers judge¬ 
ments in these issues - to give 
more discretion to judges, espe¬ 
cially where the welfare of a child 
is concerned. 

“Kelvin had not had a reply by 
the end of last month and wrote 
again to Mr Clarke. 

“Mr Clarke has since been 
reshuffled from the Ministry of 
Justice."

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ChoDoer’s relocation 


THE helicopter service for 
Bedfordshire Police will be 
moved from its current Henlow 
base to a site believed to be in 
Oxfordshire later this month. 

Currently it is shared with two 
other forces, Hertfordshire and 
Thames Valley Police, but with 
Bedfordshire Police officers now 
extending their duties on the 
ground into two neighbouring 
counties (Herts and 
Cambridgeshire) the question 
remains - is our force becoming 
stretched? Luton on Sunday 
found out more. 

The head of Bedfordshire 
Police Authority, Peter Conniff, 
admits that the response time of 
the chopper will suffer after the 
relocation. 

He told Adam Thompson: 
“Operational issues may play a 
part. 

“It’s common sense that if a 
helicopter that had been located 
in Henlow is being moved to, as I 
understand it, Oxfordshire, it is 
going to take longer to get to 
call-outs. 

“I’m not saying it will hamper 
our county’s police but I am say¬ 
ing it won’t enhance them. 
However it will save money and 
it will still be in use by our police 
force.” 

In the last year Bedfordshire 
Police’s helicopter flew for a total 
of 319 hours. 

It was deployed 887 times and 
out of those it located the person 
officers were after 271 times - a 
success rate of 31 per cent. 


MONEY has rarely been tighter than it is right now, and one of 
the many public sector organisations up against it is 
Bedfordshire Police. With the force helicopter being relocated to 
cut costs, ADAM THOMPSON looks at what impact this will have 
on crime and arrests in our patch 


It has also been used to seek 
missing and vulnerable people 
and in a 12-month period it 
located five. 

Last month the helicopter was 
deployed to several high profile 
incidents around the county. 

On Sunday, August 19, it was 
able to track a teenager who 


clambered on to the roof of 
Bedford Hospital before making 
threats to jump. 

Another was as recent as 
Wednesday morning when a 
36-year-old woman with mental 
health issues was sat on the rail¬ 
way line near Arlesey Station. 
Luckily, she was found before

any trains due to pass the station 
arrived. 

Mr Conniff spoke of the chop¬ 
per’s significance: “It is such an 
important piece of machinery. Its 
thermal image camera is invalu¬ 
able and can cover ground far 
quicker than officers on foot, by 
patrol car or on the police bike.” 


But Bernard Rix, who stood as 
a Conservative Police Crime 
Commissioner candidate - 
although he didn’t get selected - 
has spoken passionately about 
the police’s helicopter situation. 

He said: “As I understand it 
Bedfordshire Police would be 
charged for each minute the hel¬ 


icopter is in the air. Where it 
took five minutes to get from 
Henlow it may take 20 minutes 
from Oxfordshire - then you 
have all the minutes it’s in oper¬ 
ation and its flight back to 
Oxfordshire. I think the change 
will put Bedfordshire Police at a 
disadvantage.”

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Man threatened girls with 
butter knife, court hears

A SCHIZOPHRENIC threatened 
to attack two girls with a butter 
knife, saying: “I’ll stab you right 
here.” 

Kristen Silvera, of Olympic 
Close, Luton, appeared at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on Wednesday, 
charged with using threatening, 
abusive and insulting words or 
behaviour with intent to cause 
fear or provoke unlawful vio¬ 
lence, and possessing a knife 
blade in a public place. 

The court heard that in the early 
hours of the morning of August 
14, 28-year-old Silvera had 
approached the girls in Luton 
town centre to ask if they knew 


where he could buy some 
cannabis. 

The pair said that they didn't 
but carried on talking to him. 

After asking why Silvera was out 
that night, he replied: “To find 
girls like you. 

“Why the f*** are you out?” 

When the girls said that they 
were out with their boyfriends 
and friends, he said: “I’ll stab all 
of them later and you as well here 
and now. 

“Follow me round the corner 
and I’ll stab you right here.” 

The girls continued to argue 
with Silvera until he was arrested 
by police. 

Defence solicitor Alexa Clement 
said: “Mr Silvera has been diag¬ 
nosed with bi-polar disorder and 


schizophrenia, and on this occa¬ 
sion had not taken his medication. 

“He admits that he had been 
drinking with his friends that 
evening and cannot remember 
this incident, but says that he 
accepts the statements that wit¬ 
nesses have made. 

“However the response of the 
girls and the fact that they stayed 
in the area for so long shows that 
they did not believe that they 
were in any immediate danger. 

“He had the butter knife in his 
possession as he had lost his 
house keys, and knew he could 
get back in to his property by put¬ 
ting the knife in the Yale lock.” 

The case has been committed to 
Luton Crown Court, where Silvera 
will next appear on September 28.

Customers of Desert’s Rose Ltd 
in Bute Street, Luton, were last 
year seen smoking shisha tobac¬ 
co in an 'enclosed public area’ by 
officers from health and safety 
and trading standards services. 

Owner Mohammed Quren, who 
pleaded guilty but did not appear 
at Luton Magistrates’ Court, was 
also ordered to pay £3,000 costs. 

Although Luton Borough 
Council provided support and 
information to help the owner 
make the area legal, Desert’s Rose 
allowed smoking, putting cus-

tomers and staff at risk of the 
harmful effects of exposure to 
shisha and tobacco smoke. 

To remain legal and protect 


public and workers, smoking 
must be prohibited in enclosed or 
substantially enclosed public 
places. Only an area which is at 
least half open to the air is 
acceptable. 

Councillor Aslam Khan said: 
“The council works hard to 
enforce the law by supporting 
businesses and offering advice 
and information about the 
smoke-free regulations, encour¬ 
aging them to make changes to 
ensure they comply with the law. 

“Only where businesses do not 
heed advice is legal action pur¬ 
sued. 

“The law is clear and has been 
in place for some years. It is 
against the law to smoke or allow 
smoking where it may expose 
others to second-hand smoke.”

School looks 
at age limits

A LOWER school is canvassing the 
views of residents on proposals to 
extend the age range of its pupils 
by two years. 

Houghton Regis Lower, which 
currently caters for three to nine- 
year-olds, hopes to look after chil¬ 
dren up to the age of 11. 

The plans have been to align its 
age range with a number of other 
schools in Houghton Regis which 
are changing the existing three-tier 
pattern of lower, middle and upper 
schools in the area to a two-tier pri¬ 
mary, secondary model. 

This initial consultation invites 
comments on the proposals from 
parents, staff, and the community. 

Central Bedfordshire Council is 
advising the school on the consul¬ 
tation process to make sure they 
are following legal requirements 
and their proposals are in line with 
Government and council guidance. 

Councillor Mark Versallion said: 

“Above all we want to raise stan¬ 
dards and results for all our pupils. 

“We will consider any proposals 
by schools that will meet these 
aims as long as they can show that 
this is what parents want, that the 
new arrangements will meet the 

gT?nfnriTiiiWFin 


needs of all pupils including those 
with special educational needs and 
the changes can be achieved with¬ 
in existing resources.” 

Anyone who wants to know more 
can attend a public meeting at the 
school, in St Michael’s Avenue, at 
6pm on Friday to give parents and 
others the chance to find out more 
and ask questions. 

This consultation will end on 
October 8, when the council's 
Director of Children's Services, 
Edwina Grant, will consider the 
results and decide whether to 
progress the proposals to a final 
stage of statutory consultation. 

If the proposal is approved to pro¬ 
ceed to this final stage of consulta¬ 
tion, parents, carers and other 
interested parties would have a fur¬ 
ther opportunity to put forward 
their views as part of a formal six 
week statutory consultation 
period. 

The final decision will be made in 
a public meeting in December so 
that headteacher, governors, par¬ 
ents and all other interested parties 
are fully aware of the factors that 
are considered as part of the 
process. 

The proposed changes could be 
implemented from September 
2013.

Citroen DS3 


The DS3 doesn't make a very good fist of hiding 
its light under a bushel. The basic shape of the 
car is traditional supermini with gentle curves 
marking its extremities and the wheels pushed 
out to the corners producing a squat, purposeful 
stance. The real drama, however, is in the detail. 
From that 'shark fin' B-pillar and the contrasting 
roof panel to the vertical strips of LED running 
lights that flank the front grille and the distinct 
sill line connecting the wheelarches, the DS3 is 
ferociously unconventional. It has the look of a 
concept car but Citroen has built it and you can 

buy it. 

For a modern supermini, the DS3 is relatively 
compact. It's 3950mm long and 1710mm wide, 
which is similar to the Ford Fiesta, but Citroen 
has worked hard to maintain plenty of interior 
space. The manufacturer claims there's room for 
five adults with legroom in the rear enhanced by 
the slender backs of the driver and front 
passenger seats. In the tail, the boot is 285-litres 
which is large for the supermini class and 60:40 
split rear seats give options for extending that 

capacity. 

The design of the cabin sets out to reflect the 
cutting-edge exterior and there are upmarket 
materials in evidence throughout. The two-tone 
dashboard mirrors the contrasting roof and 
bodywork outside and the instruments are set 
into a trio of circular dials, in a motif that 
appears again in the round clusters of 
ventilation controls on the centre console.

Buckle tells fans: Sorry 
it was not good enough

PAUL Buckle apologised to 
Hatters fans after Luton Town 
gifted Alfreton three points 
yesterday. 

Speaking after the 3-0 defeat, 
the manager said he was dis¬ 
appointed with the way the 
team played and that it simply 
wasn’t good enough. 

He said: “I think we have to 
apologise to our fans, because 
they turned out in numbers on 
the back of us playing well in 
previous games and showing a 
good work ethic. 

“To everyone, we apologise 
because that wasn’t good 
enough and we need some 
answers quickly. I just didn’t 
see it coming. 

“The players know how poor 
they’ve been so there is no 
point going and screaming 
and shouting after the game. 

“We will debrief properly and 
watch the DVDs of the match. 

“There will be no panic but 
we need to find out why we 
played like we did and put on 
such a bad performance. 

“With all respect to Alfreton, 


they didn’t do anything weird 
or wonderful to beat us - we’ve 
beat ourselves and gifted them 
the three points. 

“They deserve the win but 
you’ve got to look at the whole 
game and we’ve contributed to 
our own downfall today.” 

Asked if he felt that making 
three substitutions at half time 
was a risky decision, he said: “I 
think we needed to make 
changes. We weren’t at it, we 
weren’t on the front foot and it 
was hard to watch. 

“Nobody could moan that 
they have been brought off. We 
got bullied and we made poor 
errors all over the pitch. 

“When you are chasing the 
game you can get pushed into 
doing things that you wouldn’t 
usually do as it becomes des¬ 
perate. 

“At half time I spoke to the 
players and told them we 
needed to get the basics right 
but we didn’t.” 

With a week until the Hatters 
play Wrexham at home Buckle 
said he would use the time to 
understand what went wrong. 

He said: “We need to get back 
on track as quickly as possi¬ 
ble.”
